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The following information is the result of an investigation into Sugar’ Matin Kar 


prices and overhead costs of all Austrian sugar factories. The in~ i mae 
vestigation was made at the direction of the Austrian Ministry of rl 
Agriculture and Forestry because the sugar factories showed a loss of - 25X1A8a 


9 million schillings for last year, and the Government planned an in- 
vestment of 5 million schillings to bolster sugar beet prices. The 
chief investigator found a totel loss of 74 million schillings, and 

as a result of his investigation revealed the following data concerning 
the Brucker Zuckerfabrik in Bruck a.d. Leitha. 


1. For the business year 1946-27 (October 1946 - September 1947), the Rus=- 
sien-adninistered factory in Bruck had realized gross receipta of 4,303,- 
000 achillings as of a certain date in July. This figure ineluded receipts

Of this 4,303,000 sehillinge total, 541,500 schillings was paid to the 
Russian administration (USIVA, which bas taken over the funetions of the 
former central administration office in Bruck) as administrative costr:. 
Tneluded in these adninistrative costs were the salary and maintenance: of 
the Russian General Director, Lupaic. 


Be In addition to the ancunt of the administrative costs, USIVA charged an 
agent's commission of 2 schillings per 100 kg of sugar, for a total of 
78,480 schillings. According to a statement of Lupalo, the administra~ 
tive expenses will not change. In the event of a sales increase, the per- 
centage rate allocated for administrative expenses will be lowered, so 
that the present level of administrative expenses will remain about the 
game » 


36 Tt is noteworthy that the Brucker Zuckerfabrik at the present time owes 
the Russian Military Bank in Sterhemberggasee about 2 million schillings 
for investments, loans, atc. 


he The present Austrian directer of the Brucker Zuckerf'abrik is one Kriasan, a former 
leoekmaker's apprentice who emigrated to Russia in 1°34. After the entry of the 
Ruasians into Vienna in 1945, he was brought back and placed in his present position. 
According te information received, Krizsan has no power at Brucker. All decisions 
made by him must receive the approvel of Lupalo. 
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
